No  centre  of  population  in  the  district  (excepting  "Wardley  already 
adequately  supplied)  is  without  mains  water.  There  are  only  a  few  isolated 
properties  outside  the  range  of  the  water  mains.  None  of  the  mains  water 
supplies  have  plumb o— solvent  characteristics. 

The  City  of  Leicester  Water  Department  and  the  Mid-Northamptonshire 
Water  Board  have  their  own  arrangements  for  sampling  and  examination  of  water 
supplies  and  routine  duplicate  sampling  is  considered  unnecessary. 

There  was  no  shortage  of  v/ater  during  the  year. 


PUBLIC  SWIMMING-  BATHS 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  district.  Uppingham  School 
has  its  own  swimming  bath  for  the  use  of  the  boys  and  staff  and  the  public  are 
admitted  at  certain  times.

A  scheme  for  sewering  Bisbrooke  village  and  resewering  parts  of  Glaston 
village  was  commenced  during  the  year.  This  will  involve  abandoning  the 
small,  unsuitable  and  relatively  inaccessible  disposal  works  serving  Glaston 
and  pumping  the  effluent  to  Uppingham  Sev/age  Disposal  Works.  Glaston  works 
produce  an  unsatisfactory  effluent  and  are  unsuitable  for  modification. 

Work  on  resewering  Ayston  village  and  pumping  effluent  to  Uppingham 
works  was  also  begun.  This  will  result  in  cessation  of  pollution  of  a  field 
dyke  and  small  stream. 

Considerable  extension  at  North  Luffenham  village  (mainly  to  provide 
housing  accommodation  for  the  Royal  Air  Eorce)  is  likely  to  take  place  in 
the  near  future.  This  will  necessitate  extension  of  the  village  sewage 
disposal  works  and  plans  for  this  were  drav/n  up. 

The  new  surface  aeration  sewage  disposal  works  at  Uppingham  caused  some 
problems  by  the  production  of  ultra-light  activated  sludge  which  was  difficult 
to  abstract  from  the  works  in  sufficient  quantity.  These  problems  are  being 
resolved  with  the  combined  assistance  of  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers, 
the  Equipment  Manufacturers  and  Officers  of  the  River  Authority. 

Delay  occurred  in  planning  a  sewerage  scheme  for  Seaton  village,  due  to 
lack  of  information  from  an  adjoining  authority  regarding  their  desire,  or 
otherwise,  to  participate  in  a  combined  sewage  disposal  scheme. 

Closet  conversions  continued  at  a  steady  rate  all  over  the  district, 
assisted  by  contributions  from  the  Council  under  the  provisions  of  section  47 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  193&  and  under  Housing  Act  grant  aid  schemes. 
Compulsion  to  secure  conversions  is  now  being  exercised  where  long  delay 
occurs  in  voluntary  schemes.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


A  ten-day  refuse  collection  service  v/as  maintained  during  the  year. 
Control  of  the  refuse  tip  was  difficult,  due  to  insufficient  covering 
material  and  equipment.  Local  regionalization  of  refuse  disposal  was 
thought  to  be  the  best  solution,  but  discussions  with  neighbouring  authorities 
evoked  little  enthusiasm  for  such  a  scheme  mainly  beoause  of  cost. 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 


The  death  of  the  Officer  appointed  under  the  Rutland  County  Joint  Pest 
Control  Scheme  led  to  reconsideration  of  the  scheme  and  the  appointment  of 
specialist  contractors  to  carry  out  pest  control.  The  contractors  have  proved 
themselves  to  be  very  efficient.
